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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This action is in response to amendment filed on 7/27/2009. 

2. The rejection under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Breslow et al. 
(USPUB 2007/0058656 A1 ), in view of Sonning et al. (USPN 6,71 7,933 B1 ), in view of 
Nurmela et al. (USPUB 2003/0120622 A1), to claims 1 , 7-8, and 14-16 is withdrawn in 
view of applicant's amendment. 

3. The rejection under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Breslow et al. 
(USPUB 2007/0058656 A1 ), in view of Sonning et al. (USPN 6,71 7,933 B1 ), in view of 
Nurmela et al. (USPUB 2003/0120622 A1), and further in view of Wagner, (USPUB 
2003/0023388 A1 ), to claims 2-6, and 9-13 is withdrawn. 

4. Claims 1 and 8 have been amended (see Examiner's Amendment below). 

5. Claims 2-3, 5, 9-10, and 12 have been cancelled. 

6. Claims 1 , 4, 6-8, 1 1 and 1 3-1 6 are pending. 

7. Claims 1,4, 6-8, 11 and 13-16 are allowed. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

Per Claim 1 (currently amended):

Replace "between the first sequence and the second sequence," to -between the 
first sequence and the second sequence^,]]-. 

Per Claim 8 (currently amended): 

In lines 8-9, 

replace "for processing data packets a communications network" to --for 
processing data packets in a communication network--. 

In Iine15, 

replace "the processor comprising:" to -[[the]]a processor comprising:--. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

9. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record taken alone or in combination fail to teach, in combination 
with other claimed limitations, linking a first sequence to a second sequence by using a 
defined relocation object corresponding to a dependency relationship between the first 
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sequence and the second sequence to define a branch from the first sequence to the 
second sequence; entering in the processor instruction memory in a shorter of the at 
least two execution paths a null instruction, so as to make the at least two execution 
paths equally long, wherein the length of the at least two execution paths correspond at 
least to the length of the longest execution path as recited in independent claim 1 , and 
further fails to teach similarly worded limitations in independent claim 8. 

The closest cited prior art, the combination of Breslow et al. (USPUB 
2007/0058656 A1 ), Sonning et al. (USPN 6,717,933 B1), Nurmela et al. (USPUB 
2003/0120622 A1), and Wagner, (USPUB 2003/0023388 A1), teaches a method for 
linking program code in a processor instruction memory. However, the combination of 
Breslow, Sonning, Nurmela, and Wagner fails to teach , linking a first sequence to a 
second sequence by using a defined relocation object corresponding to a dependency 
relationship between the first sequence and the second sequence to define a branch 
from the first sequence to the second sequence; entering in the processor instruction 
memory in a shorter of the at least two execution paths a null instruction, so as to make 
the at least two execution paths equally long, wherein the length of the at least two 
execution paths correspond at least to the length of the longest execution path as 
recited in independent claim 1, and further fails to teach similarly worded limitations in 
independent claim 8, as pointed out in applicant's Remarks, page 8. 

These claimed limitations are not present in the prior art of record and would not 
have been obvious, thus the pending claims 1, 4, 6-8, 11 and 13-16 are allowed. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance."
